An Kitx-1-t Claims That Stylo In Heredi- 


tary—Teuvhem of PonnutilBhip Declared 
to Xto 
it* Opposition to Nature—Some 


Interesting; Examples. 


''There is scarcely a school for little folks 


in all this dominion of ours where au idiotic 
demand is not made by instructors. I refei 
to the teaching of penmanship." 


''But writing is a mechanical operation, 


and being such" 


''The highest authority," interrupted tho 


doctor, ''no less a person thau Charles Dar- 
win, has declared handwriting to be inher- 
ited, as tLie eyes, nose and color of hair. 
Yet, pedagogues insist that children shall 
write like somebody else—follow copies writ- 
ten for them by teachers, or printed script, 
lj.t this way doubling tho task of the little 
ones." 


NA1UHALLY LEFT HANDED. 


"What is to be duue about itr" 
"Let mo give you a bit of (jer&onal experi- 


ence in this matter of interfering with con- 
genital tendencies. I have a son, a young 
man of 20, who was born left banded. I am 
myself afflicted that way, aud, knowing its 
inconveniences, I resolved to cure him of it. 
My wife and I had a time of it, I can tell you. 
What with taking spoons and knives and 
forks out of Ins left and transferring them to 
his right, causing him to step forward with 
tho right foot instead of the left and tho ten 
thousand other Interferences with his predis- 
positions, wo ilid make his life miserable and 
our own as well. When it came to learning 
how to wriln there was a regular tug cf war. 
Tho boy was in a constant stuto of silent re- 
volt. Unknown to us ho learned to writs 
with hU left hand, This he was punished for 
un til he guv e it u p. But ai to his chirography, 
it would amuse you to see it. It is like noth- 
ing in all the woild of handwriting. I write 
a bold, open, free backhand, while his is a 
hotch-potch of back, straight and running, 
and is, besides cramped, pinched, broken, 


ed, iufiniU'Iy irregular and altogether 


had." 


'Lot him go back to first principles." 
'Cau't bo done, because it is too late, or, 


certainly, ho could not acquire a free, plain 
hand, nor a modestly decent one, without 
years of practice." 


"There aro people who write well with 


cither hand." 


That is true, but they are ambidextrous. 


Such persons are, howrvor, exceptionally 
rare in this world. To get back to this busi- 
ness of learning to write—no two hands are 
alike, but the shape of hands, their size, cell 
and tissuo arrangement, etc., are inherited. 
Sometimes nne inherits from tho mother, 
sometimes from the father, sometimes from 
both. Now, olio's handwriting depends upon 
tho hand structure. Were this not true tho 
plau in vogue of teaching pennmii&hip would 
bo perfectly correct, and it would bo the 
easiest tasl; in tho world to bring all 
children to identical handwriting. That is, 
if all tlie schools of America used the same 
copy sets, all tho children who attend the 
school!, could bo taught to imitate their sets 
perfectly, and would from daily practice 
raaku this style their own. This, I say, would 
bu easy and would bu tho result if theh' handa 
were molded in the samo shape." 


"I see what you are getting at." 
"Possibly and possibly not. Keep with me 


for a few niomeiiK Those infinitely curious 
and stupendously wonderful organs, if I may 
bo permitted to so term them, the vocal 
chords, witli the conformation of larynx, 
tongue, inner wall of tho mouth and the lips, 
so differ m individuals that no two voices are 
alike, and, as I have said, no attempt is niado 
to rnubo them to perfectly agree m souud. 
Greater flexibility, compass, richness and 
sweetness aro communicated liy intelligent 
iusti net ion, but tho original, natural individ- 
uality of voice remains. So it is possible by 
practice to improve the handwriting of ft 
child, but either it uill be only au improve- 
ment upon the birthright style or it will SB- 
suit, ab iti the case of my boy, iu crippling, 
guarling aud siiai'ling tho stylo. Voices of 
children and of gro« u up people have been 
cracked or ruined altogether by injudiciouB 
use or improper training, precisely as present 
instruction ruins the handwriting o£ hun- 
dreds of thousands ot children." 


IIBHCUITY STllOSTOEB THAN TEACHING. 
"But good handwriting is not altogether 


ttoad." 


"No, and because tho tendency to hold to 


heredity is stronger than tho obstinate teach- 
ing in vogue. Once the child is out of its en- 
vironment of misdirected instnictioii nature 
iu,«erU itself. You Bee, it is in this wise: It 
is absolutely impossibl« for two men to write 
precisely alike. The pupil never succeeds in 
precisely imitating the line of copy at tho 
head of the page up m which he writes. To 
the casual eye thero is a resemblance, but the 
individual crops out in every word. The 'set' 
copy ceasing beforo the muscles, nerves, etc., 
of tlie hand are completely formed and hard- 
ened, as I may say, gradually nature is re- 
stored and the hand becomes nimble. Writ- 
ing then ceases to be a pain." 


"Do you mean to say that it is possible to 


mako a child suffer physical pain in the mere 
operation of writing?" 


"That is precisely what I do mean—no more 


and no less. Think of the demand made upon 
pupils—that they shall sit in a given posture, 
that they shall hold their pens in a given 
way, and all that soit of nonsense. The 
formation of hands and fingers is such that 
no particular manner of holding the pen 
should be prescribed, and the same applies to 
the posture of the body. When forced out of 
this natural bent pain must ensue. Then the 
littl* one is told to move the hand forward in 
a given way, to form the letters so and so. 
All these thousand and one red tape, hide 
bound regulations are just so many hin- 
drances to progress and the cultivation of an 
improved style." 


"What would you recommend, then?" 
"Common tense and giving nature a fair 


chance. Tlie children should have copies, 
but these copies should be upou the black- 
board, or, certainly upon paper other than 
that u|»n which they are expected to write. 
They should be told that they must use these 
copies only as a sort of general guide, for, 
you see, children are imitative, and unless 
prevented tho natural impulses would lead 
them to seek to follow copy in all its details. 
Then as to their posture, they, of course, 
ought to avoid cramped, unhealthy positions, 
but each should be suffered to take such a one 
as was most comfortable. As to the manner 
of holding the pen, that should be altogether 
arbitrary. 
It is results that should be hi 


view and not mere manner of posing and 
seeming graco of hand motion, especially 
when these non-essentials lead to hindrance 
ol tho object to 
bo attained."—Chicago

Ill-suit* Futull}'. 


No Inmcker's yard horses are brought into 


tho ring to be butchered unresisting. Them 
ate no picadors of tho !<>w Spanish type, with 
horses hicapaltle of flight from tbe bull, thu 
Portuguese picador being genera^' a |;entle- 
tuan by birtb—of a clans, that is,*»'ith whom 
tho management of tho "great hurne" in n 
traditional accomplishment. He i.s neither 
pro acted by armor nor does lie carry any 
weupon t-itiici of olTenso or of defense. Horso 
and rider /-reserve tho traditions of this au- 
cient cbivfcirnus art; tho rider by wearing a 
rich, gold i>ii.vd costumo of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, the buvB by his careful training aud 
magnificent silken and gold caparisons.

It is a inagmflceiit bight U> see a 
blackjbull from the plaiiisof Alemtt'jo, a ptiro, 
who 1ms noYor been fought hc-f^ra, in his 
first rugo and riibh into th;» ring. He charges 
at the first liviug creature in his putli; tho 
blinder anJ madder i'is I'lish the saier is the 
bull fighter. The man holds his .scarK't, silk 
en cloak in front nf bun, and, behind its 
shelter darts Uj one sMe us tue bull is on 
him, 
and the bull's liorus meat onl}' the sillc 


and tho empty air. 
A mistake of a fraction 


of a second in his action may cost the man 
his life, and tho right performance of tin 
difficult feat of coy.ening the l*ull with the 
cloak is tho bull fighter's first elemi'iiuiry ;ie 
quirement. 


When the bull has run al ihivoor four of 


tho men and failed each timo lo gore, tho 
poor beast is disappointed and vnragi-d. lie 
stands in the center of the ring, gazing from 
one to another of his foes, he.sitaliug wliich 
to attack tlrst. He paws the ground, bi-.low- 
ing hoaricly in his anger; his great mu-cuJur 
neck is I'-vs'eroil and raised, in tenible stmi- 
blanco i f goring and tossing aiul killing nn 
imaginurv enemy, ho btiunps on the ground, 
andfaLcic.s he i.s trumplingauassailant unJer 
his hoofs. 
Sometimes ho charges ng.-im and 


again tiil his wind and rugu niv spout. 
Sometimes ho turns cunning, and, approach- 
ing one of tho men slowly, stalks Imu with 
deadly intent to catcli and hold linn against 
tb* wooden barrier of tho ring and crir-h tho 
Ufo out of him. 


This action is, of course, more to bo feared 


than the bull's blind rushes, and would lead 
to more deaths in tho'ring than oc.'iir, but 
that the boundary of the arena, which 
from 5 tu 0 feet in height, is provided with a 
little ledge about half way from the ground. 
Ou this the bull fighter can place his foot, 
aud, resting his hand on the top, vault over 
and escape.

Mueller is peitectly acquainted with the de- 
tails of our system, as he lias seen every 
bit of it laid down and has given most of 
the development personal inspection, in 
addition to this close attention to the mat- 
ter, the remarks of II. Mueller are es- 
pecially appropriate in this investigation, 
because of his well known standing as a 
hydraulic engineer. 
Ilts is a nember of the 


Ameiicau National Water Works associa- 
tion, composed of the best hydraulic en- 
gineers in America. In addition, he has 
made hydraulics one of the principal studies 
ot his life.

TUK Ri'.viLW to speak in detail of his .skill 
as a machinist. Added to all this, lie has 
splendid executive and business ability. 
lie started in Decatur several years ago, 
with a little gun-shop, lie now has 50 
men in his employ, with a pay roll that 
must amount to more than $500 a week.

"If we are to have improvement.-; in tne 


water works system that amounts to any- 
thing, it will be necessary to begin at (lie 
bottom. 1 regard the first iiuestion as one 
of water. Before we go any faither we 
must have pure or clear water, which ever 
way you wish to put it. 
With our present 


appliances and means wa cannot expect 
pure water. We have a so-called filter 
down at tiie water works, but it is vitally 
defective and entirely inadequate. To un- 
derstand the work ol tiiis (liter it i,-, neces- 
sary to look at the situation around the wa- 
ter works. First, there is what we will 
call a reiervoii, some distance from tlie 
river. It was originally intended that this 
should be filled by the flow ol rainfall and 
springs that came from country adjoining.'. 
Tins supply was soon shown to be entirely 
inadequate. It was seen that water Mart to 
be taken from the rivei. Then tliu ques- 
tion that pi evented itself was, how to pur- 
Uy the river water. 
The result was the 


building of out present so-called filter. 
A 


tion. 
This would not be the condition of 


the pumps, after the length of time they 
have been used, if we had guarded against 
the overflow of muddy water and sand iuto 
our reservoir. 
Of course pure water will 


wear the pumps some, but not atall in this 
proportion. 
With good water the pumps 


ought to run 15 years without any extensive 
repairs." 


"Now let us take a Iqok at our system of 


mains aad dlstributini; pipes. When they 
were lirst put down, money was not the 
most plentiful thing that we had. 
Pipes 


had to be spread over a good deal of terri- 
tory with little money. 
The result was 


that the pipes laid down were, even then, 
too small. Now they are entirely inade- 
quate. Considering thotsi/.e of our city, we 
now have the poorest set ol distiibuting 
mains in the United States. Theie ought 
to be stop-valves on every square or two, so 
that pressure could bo concentrated where 
there may bo special need of it at any 
time." 


"We have at present two principal sup- 


ply mains coming from the water works. 
There is a 13 inch main coming up South 
Main street, as far as Lincoln Square. 
The 


other supply pipe is a 18 inch main, com- 
ing from the water works up to the corner 
of East Main and Broadway. 
I regard 


these two mains large enough to supply a 
city of -io.OUO or 30,000 inhabitants. If you 
will put in sullicieut filters, aud guard them 
properly, you will find our water works all 
right up to tills point, and you will find 
them adequate." 


"But 
here we strike the distributing 


mains, and now the trouble begins. When 
the 12 inch mains strike Lincoln Square, a 
T opening is put on. We take the 13 inch 
main, throttle it down to six inches, and 
extend it, thus diminished in size, out West 
Main street to the limits.

These weie 
nailed down and dirt was piled on top of 
them. In a shoit time thc^e boards shrunk, 
leaving wide cracks between them. 
Now 


you will see with the first overflow of th. 
river bottom a great deal of dirt was washed 
into the filter. 
This dirt must always be 


washed in through these cracks so long as 
the top of the filter remains as it now 
The oiUy thing to do is to put an arched 
brick covering over the filter and thus keep 
out the overflow." 


-But now let us see how the filter is 


nadequate. 
When the pumps are taking a 


great deal of water out of the reservoir of 
course it lowers pretty rapidly. 
It soon 


gets below the level of the water in the 
ivei. 
This at once creates a pressure, and 


drives the water through the filter at such a 
fast rate that tlieie is very little purification. 
This one filter must supply all the water 
that the pumps use. 
It can't do this and 


purify the water at the same time. What 
we must have is, three 01 four filters of the 
same size as the one now in use. Thi 
number of filters will easily supply th 
water that leaves the reservoir when th 
pumps are working, 
You will see tha 


with four filters doing the work that one 
now attempts, the water will pass through

"Now see the silaatiou. TUe western 


part ot town is supplied by a four inch 
opening on Wood street, and a six inch 
opening on L'ucoln Square. The north-

part 
ol 


town depends eutitely upon the six inch T 
opening at the corner of Ea.st Main and 
Water streets. Tlie north-eastern portion 
of tiie ciiy depends upon the six inch open- 
ing at the corner of Broadway aud Kutt 
Alain streets. The trouble with us is that 
we have not enough distributing area. See 
what we are doing. There is the 10 inch 
main that cumus up Broadway, lib area is 
•Ml sq. inches. The area of a rj inch pipe 
is 11J sq. inches. Thin our two supply 
mains represent an area of :U4 sq. inches. 
Now look at the area represented by the 
openings that lead iuto the distributing 
mains. Tiie area of the four inch opening 
on South Main street, is la sq. inches. We 
have three six inch openings, one at I/in- 
c-oln Square, one at corner of East Main 
and Watci, and another at corner of Broad- 
way and East Main. The area of a .six 
inch opening is a fraction over2t> sq. inches. 
So that these three openings furnish an ag- 
gregate aieaofs.-) sq. inches. This added 
to the 13m. inches on South Main stieet, 
gives u» a total area ol 07 sq. inches, winch 
represent the entiie areal opening that leads 
into the distiibuting pipes, i'cm can sec 
that we are trying to push 314 areal squaie 
inches of supply into 07 areal sq. inches of 
distribution. Such an attempt is not good 
hydraulics. Now this attempt to crowd 
:U4 KJ. inches into 97 sq. inches, must re- 
sult, not only in failure, but also in the 
creation of resistance, something that we 
have not yet measured."
